SOUTH AMERICA. 


Western Hemisphere, Solidi- 


fied Against European Ag- 
gression, Is the Aim of 
the United States. 


TO PAY COURT IN STATE. 


Imposing Squadron of Warships 
Will Escort Secretary on Im- 
portant Journey to Brazil 


Next Summer. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D, C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
There is a world of politics in Secretary 
Root’s determination to visit Brazil next 
summer. Its result, it is heped, will be a 
hemisphere solidified against European ag- 
gression. 

As revealed today by an official acquainted 
with the reasons underlying the secretary's 
decision, he proposes by hig trip: 

First—To show the people of Brazil and other 
South American republics that the United States 
does not asayme the role of protector, but considers 
that the stdtes of the new world should eniov ab- 
solute equality with each other. 

Second—To demonstrate that the United States 
thinks enough of their friendship and good will 
to warrant attentions such as one nation of Europe 
shows to another. 

Third—By personal explanation to remove the 
suspicion that territorial aggrandizement is the 
secret mainspring of the policy of the United 
States. 

Fourth—From this demonstration of friendship 
and good will and acknowledgment of equality to 
obtain a recognition of the obligations as well as 
the benefits which the Monroe doctrine imposes 
upon the Latin American states and to insure 
their cordial support of it. In other words, to have 
an unwritten alliance of the states of the western 
hemisphere the purpose of which shall be the en- 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine against the 
world. 


South America’s Future Great. 


The people of the country generally are only 
beginning to realize the growing importance 
of South America, but exporters and officials 
have a keener appreciation of the value, com- 
mercially and politically, of that section of 
the world. They have had an opportunity 
to study the development of such countries 
as Brazil, Argentina, and Chile, they see the 
wonderful strides those states have made, 
and they anticipate a great future for them. 
They also have come in contact with the ac- 
tivity of the trading nations of Europe—Ger- 
many, Great Britain, and Italy. 

Exporters believe the United States should 
not permit European goods to obtain such a 
firm foothold that they cannot be shaken 
loose. Officials hold the United States should 
not allow Europe to acquire a preponderating 
influence in the southern republics so they 


could. be turned against us and serve as 4 


balance of power. 
Root to Pay Court in State. 


It is these considerations which have made 
Secretary Root conclude it is worth while 
to pay court to South America. He will go 
to Rio de Janeiro, the capital of Brazil, when 
the Pan-American congress is in session. 

Secretary Root will not be a delegate. He 
will attend the conference, meet the repre- 
sentatives of the Latin-American states, con- 
fer with Baron Rio-Branco, the Brazilian 
minister for foreign affairs, and perhaps with 
ministers of the same rank from the other 
countries. He will go on a United States 
transport, and will be escorted by a squad- 
ron of first class warships, probably the 
latest armored cruisers. 

In his annual message President Roosevelt 
said there were certain republics to the south 
of us which already had reached such a 
point of stability, order, and prosperity that 
they themselves, though as yet hardly-con- 
sciously, were among the guarantors of this 
doctrine. In personal conversations with the 
ambassador from Brazil, the minister from 
Argentina, and the minister from Chile the 
president had spoken of the development of 
their respective countries and of the new 
position these countries occupied with respect 
to the Monroe doctrine. To the Argentine 
minister he made statements which created 
something of a sensation in South America, 
The minister made a-report to his govern- 
ment which was quoted by Don Carlos Sa- 
valia, recently chargé d'affaires, in his an- 
nual report of the relations of the United 
States and Argentina, just published at 
Buenos Ayres. 


Argentina Wins Roosevelt’s Praise. 

“ President Roosevelt, in the energetic and 
emphatic tone which is peculiar to him,” said 
Sefior Zavalia, addressed the minister in 
the following terms, which I reproduce al- 
most exactly: 

An opportunity that is more pleasing 
and desirable could not have been presented 
to me than the present to declare to you the 
high appreciation, admiration, and sympa- 
thy I have for the progress of the Argentine 
republic. Your country interests us greatly, 
and the power and riches which it has ac- 
quired appeal to us, since you may be called 
on to be in the south the defenders of the 
Monroe doctrine, as we are inthe north. I do 
not wish to offend any nation, but I may say, 
among ourselves, that it would be desirable 
if the states which border on the Caribbean 
sea, Venezuela, Colombia, and the rest 
should raise themselves and look across the 
mountains at the example of the progress, 
really phenomenal, of the Argentine repub- 
lle and find there a lesson to be imitated.” 


Brazil Also Forging Ahead. 

According to the critics of the president, It 
would have been quite proper had he stopped 
at this point, as he had made a similar 
declaration to the Brazilian ‘representative. 
But the Argentine minister, replying to the 
president, thanked him for his words, and 
continued: 

“The progress of our country is indeed 
extraordinary. Its former prosperity has 
been strengthened and consolidated in mod- 
ern times.’ One of our greatest advantages 
as a nation is in the composition of our 
people, all of which is of European extrac- 
tion, since we do not have the Indian and 
negro elements which predominate in other 
countries of America.” 

Senator Lodge introduced in the senate 
today a bill prepared by Secretary Root 
and himself for the reorganization of the 
consular service. The bill is in line with the 
national movement for reform in this impor- 
tant branch of the government. It does not 
provide that a consul general or consul shall 
be appointed at a specified place, but creates 
a corps composed of consuls general, consuls 
and consular agents, who may be assigned 
wherever the president may direct. The pay 
of consuls general range from $3,500 to $12,- 
000, there being two who will receive the

Settlement House Woman’s Club 
Gives Refreshing Returns. 


86 MOTHERS; 


252 CHILDREN. 


Average for. Each Parent Is. Seven 
Offspring—Some Do Better. 


Hope was breathing convulsively. Oxygen 
was being administered. It seemed that the 
last moment was at hand—that the Chicago 
clubwomen would be unable to disprove Olga 
Louise Cadijah’s contention that the club- 
woman muns maternity—and Hope would 
die. 

North side precincts had been heard from 
and the average fell below two children to 
a mother; the returns from the south side 
precincts gave little promise of changing the 
result. A number of the west side precincts 
had reported an average of three—not enough 
to offset the small registration in the north 
shore wards. 

Then returns began to come in from the 
northwest side. One club gave anaverage of 
three and one-half. Hope rallied. 

The woman’s club of Settlement house, 788 
Armitage avenue, was heard from yesterday. 
As the returns began to come in Hope sat up 
and took nourishment. Long before the final 
results were recorded Hope had recovered en- 
tirely. The last bulletin read as follows: 

* Thirty-six members present at the meet- 
ing. Total number of children reported 252. 
Average number of children to a member 7.” 


Fateful Meeting Convenes. 


It was just 2:30 o’clock when Mrs. Herman 
Falkenstein, head resident of the Armitage 
avenue settlement house and president of its 
woman’s club, advanced to the platform of 
the little clubroom and with a rap of her gavel 
called the meeting to order. 

The general federation of women’s clubs,“ 
anneunced Mrs. Falkenstein,“ has requested 
all the clubs in the city to collect statistics 
showing the number of children to every club 
mother. The charge has been made that the 
woman's club is one of the most powerful 
agencies in the promotion of race suicide; 
that club women willfully avoid maternity. 
As the secretary calls the roll I wish the 
members present would respond to their 
names and state the number of their chil- 
dren.“

Since then Miss Westwood has been suffer- 
ing from extreme melancholia. She refused 
to be consoled, but nursed her sorrow until 
friends became concerned for her health.

MAN BEGINS 90 MILE RON. 


Albert Corey Starts from Milwau- 
kee for Chicago at 11 P. M. 


JOSEPH REPLATE WITH HIM. 


Latter Has Small Hope of Lasting’ to 
Finish at Adams Street. 


Albert Corey, the French long distance foot- 
racer, is now running to Chicago from Mil- 
waukee, a distance of ninety miles. Clad in 
his red cherry circle jersey, light bicycle 
trousers, and low shoes, he started at 11 
o’clock last night on his long, cold trip with 
the hope of reaching the tape across Michi- 
gan avenue at Adams street before 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, establishing a Loe ts for the 
distance of fifteen hours. 

Starting with him, though with small hope 
of being able to last the entire distance, is 
Joseph Replate, one of Corey’s friends. Re- 
plate heard of the race too late to train 
down to his best weight but determined to 
enter anyway for all that was in him. 

Lambros Lambrakis, the Greek runner, 
failed to appear, though he was expected to 
start. 

Start from Club in Milwaukee. 

The start was made from in front ot the 
clubhouse of the Milwaukee Athletic club, 
Milwaukee avenue and Wisconsin street, in 
the presence of several hundred persons. 
Officials of the club, at the request of the 
New Illinois Athletic club of Chicago, took 
charge of the Milwaukee end of the race, and 
vouch for the course as far as Kenosha.

FARNOM GIVBS BIG BONDS, 


BAIL OF $20,000 FURNISHED BY 
STATE SENATOR. 


Politician Arrested for Complicity in 
the Murder of County Commissioner 
John V. Kopf Secures His Release 
from Police Station — George Gill 
Roberts, Who Stabbed the Man, Is 
Held in County Jail—Both Cases 
Continued to Dec. 16, 


On bonds of $20,000, an amount equal to 
the bail required of any criminal in the his- 
tory of Cook county, Frank C. Farnum, 
state senator from the Nineteenth district, 
who was arrested for complicity in the mur- 
der of John V. Kopf, was released by the 
police yesterday and spent the day at his 
residence in Wilcox avenue. The case against 
him was continued until Dec. 16. 

Senator Farnum, with George Gill Rob- 
erts, who stabbed Commissioner Kopf, and 
John J. Callahan, a clerk at the election of 
the Thirteenth Ward Republican club, was 
arraigned before Justice Eberhardt at 9 
o’clock. At first the court was inclined to 
grant the request of the police, who are said 
to have received their orders from Chief 
Collins, that Mr. Farnum be held without 
bonds. But after a strenuous protest by 
Kickham Scanlan, his counsel, it was agreed 
that he would be placed at liberty if his 
friends would guarantee $20,000 as security. 


Released, Departs with Friends. 

P. J. Cahill, clerk of the probate court, and 
Charles 8. Lawrence, manufacturer of 
plumbing supplies, scheduled property in 
amounts far in excess of the bail demanded, 
and their bond was accepted. Mr. Farnum 
at once left the court with his wife. 

a Scanlan wore a slight smile ag he 
said: 

““{ am confident that Senator Farnum’s 
case will end in the justice court, but Roberts 
will be defended in the Criminal court, and 
then our side of the story will come out.“ 

Roberts’ case also was continued until Dec. 
16, but he was held without bonds and was 
taker to the county jail. At the instance of 
the police the charge of riot against John J. 
Callahan was not prosecuted, and he was 
dismissed. This fact tended to strengthen 
the beljef that it was from him that the po- 
lice extracted the vital information which 
led to Senator Farnum’s.arrest. 


New Evidence Not Obtained. 


Capt. Peter M. Kelly declared that the 
police had secured little add.tional evidence 
in the cases. It developed in entering the 
record against Senator Farnum that the tes-

JUDGE APPEALS TO WOMEN 
FOR UPLIFTING OF SOCIETY. 


Willard M. McEwen Tells Club Mem- 
bers Their Sex Should Establish 


Higher Standards for Men. 


Judge Willard M. McEwen discussed mod- 
ern society criminality and other subjects 
more or less related to both of these, before 
the Chicago Woman's club yesterday. He 
prefaced his remarks by appealing to his 
‘hearers to shoulder the task of uplifting 
society. ‘Then he practically urged them 
to begin with their own kind—women. 

„% The women of this country must set up 
a higher standard of respectability than they 
now do,” declared the judge. Woman 
forgives too easily. A man is a drunkard 
and a woman forgives him and marries him, 
permitting the fancy to shape itself in her 
mind that by some special act of providence 
she was destined to reform that particular 
man. Ninety-nine times out of 100 she gets 
fooled. Women are too ready to receive into 
their society men who are not respectable. 
A premium, first of all, should be placed 
on respectability. If a man feels if he does 
a certain thing he will lose the respect of 
good men and women, he will not do it.“ 

Judge McEwen urged that too many shirk 
religious responsibilities until the eleventh 
hour. 

We are constantly looking at the thief 
on the cross and think we can be saved by 
the same kind of a miracle. Instead of the 
man being made to fit the church nowadays 
the church is made to fit the man. If one 
church is too orthodox the man can get one 
that is a little milder. If this degree does 
not suit him he goes to a Sunday lecture.“

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GAS AT 90 CENTS. 


Will Submit Their Detailed 
Proposition to the Council 
Committee Today. 


PUT LIMIT ON THE PRICE. 


Declares Compensation, if Deter- 
mined by City, Will Be Con- 
sidered in Fixing Rates. 


Not better than 00 cents will be the offer 
the gas companies will make to the council 
committee this afternoon. The companies, 
however, will keep their promise and make 
an offer. Then the committee can decide 
whether it wants to accept it or not. 

James F. Meagher, for the People’s Gas 
company, spent all of yesterday afternoon 
and a good part of the night drawing up the 
proposition he intends to submit. It will be 
a voluminous document. It is possible the 
committee may ask for time to find out ex- 
actly what it means. 

The information given out in the evening, 
however, was that the 90 cent rate would bo 
taken as a basis. This was the offer of com- 
promise made at Springfield last winter when 
the attempt to stop the gas legislation Wes 
made. 

What the Offer Includes. 

Then the offer will go on to set out: 

That the city of Chicago, in conformity with 
a now established custom, asks compersation 
for itself whenever it makes any kind ofa 
bargain with a quasi-public corporation and 
the gas companies are willing to agree to pay 
such compensation in consideration of being 
allowed to remain peacefully in their rights. 
This is the consideration the city is to give 
the companies for the compensation. 

If the city does not want compensation, it 
can have O cent gas. But if it does want 
compensation, then the amount charged must 
be figured in the price for gas to be fixed. 

The committee is apt co adjourn shortly 
after hearing the offer as a result of Mayor 
Dunne’s action in the afternoon. Ald. Potter 
called on him and asked him to instruct Spe- 
cial Counsel Ashton to postpone for a time 
the taking of testimony in the Mills case 
in New York so that Mr. Meagher might 
be able to be at the committee meetings. 

The mayor replied that as the court order 
now stands the testimony must be closed by 
next Tuesday and he would suggest the 
committee adjourn today until after that 
date.

EIGHTEEN YEAR OLD BOY 
WINS BANK CLERK’S PRIZE. 


Harry Reynolds, in Speed and Ac- 
curacy Test with Adding Machine, 
Defeats Champion E. D. McCullough. 


E. D. McCullough, the American Trust 
and Savings bank clerk who won the cham- 
pionship for speed and accuracy of work on 
the adding machine at New York three 
weeks ago, was defeated last night by a mere 
boy, Harry Reynolds, employed at the First 
National bank. The winner, who is 18 years 
old, made a record of eleven minutes thirty- 
one and one-fifth seconds for 500 checks, 
while McCullough’s time was 11:35.4 for the 
same number of checks. Charles Novak of 
the Commercial Exchange National bank 
was third, with a record of 14.46.

SCHOOL BOARD CO-OPERATES 
IN JUVENILE COURT PLAN. 


Appropriates $100,000 to Buy Site and 
Erect Building for Temporary Hold- 
ing of Truants and Delinquents. 


By a vote of 18 to 1 the board of education 
last night decided to cojperate with the city 
and county in carrying out extensive plans 
for the care of truants and juvenile delin- 
quents.

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STATE’S ATTORNEY STARTS AC- 
TION AGAINST STEEL COMPANY. 


Demands Lease or Purchase of 157 
Acres Reclaimed from Lake by Fill- 
ing, Also Back Rent for Twenty- 
five Years — Defendant to Answer 
Bill at January Term of Court—lIt 


Will Deny Charges, Asserting That 
Accretions Have Been Natural. 


* 


Proceedings to compel the Illinois Steel 
company to compensate the state for the land 
which it has caused to be made in the lake 
were instituted yesterday in the Superior 
court by State’s Attorney Healy. The court 
is asked to enjoin the company from making 
any more land and to compel the concern 
either to rent or purchase from the state 
the land already made and occupied. 

With the bill the state’s attorney filed a map 
made from a recent survey showing that the 
land made by the steel company amounts 
to 187.2 acres. The tract extends from Sev- 
enty-ninth street to Ninety-first, and is worth 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

The action, which Judge Gary permitted 
the people’s attorney to bring without cost, 
is termed an information in equity,” and 
is the first legal proceeding of its kind to be 
instituted by a state’s attorney in this state. 
It is one of the most ancient actions of com- 
mon law which the crown attorney resorted 
to when he wished to contest the rights of 
individuals along the seashore, 


Demands Back Rent for 25 Years. 

A demand is made on the company not only 
for current compensation but for back rent 
covering a period of twenty-five years. The 
bill declares that the concern has occupied 
unlawfully seventy acres of made land for 
twenty years, eighty acres for fifteen years, 
and the remainder of the tract for an indefi- 
nite period. 

The instrument states explicitly the manner 
in which the steel company has reclaimed 
submerged land from the lake, declaring that 
it “has thrown, dumped, and filled ashes, 
slag, cinders, salamander, and other refuse 
matter Into the waters of Lake Michigan for 
the purpose of reclaiming the bed and con- 
tinues now from day today and week to week 
to reclaim the submerged lands forming the 
bed of said Lake Michigan.” 

Company to Deny Charges. 

The petition is to be answered by the com- 
pany at the January term of court. General 
Counsel Kemper K. Knapp will represent the 
defendant corporation. Mr. Knapp declares 
that the company has never filled in the lake. 
He admits merely that slag, ashes and other 
refuse have been dumped on the sand bor- 
dering the lake, and that all accretions have 
been natural.

He Says There Are 14,000 Abandoned 
Families in Chicago, and the Evil Is 
Greater than That of Divorce. 


W. L. Bodine of cumpulsory educa- 
tion yesterday started a crusade against 
fathers who fail to support their families.

In the meantime the Chicago City railway 
company is likely to ask for the same priv- 
fleges in the way of changing its cable pro- 
pulsion to electric that the ordinances, if 

, would give the Union Traction. It 
ig willing to retain the cable in State street, 
but wants to take it out of Cottage Grove 
and Wabash avenues and have a connection 
with Wabash avenue, whereby it can bring 
ite Archer avenue cars uptown without 
hitching them to a cable train. 

The ordinanées given the committee by 
Special Counsel Edwin Burritt Smith apply 
only to the Union Traction company. One 
set of them provides for the lowering of the 
tunnels, the other for the use of overhead 
trolley instead of cable. Both are alike-in 
the provision that nothing contained in them 
shall be interpreted to mean that any fran- 
chise rights it does not now possess shall be 
granted the company. 


Provides for Trolley Lines. 

The trolley power ordinances provide that 
in all streets where the Union Traction com- 
pany now uses cable power, electric may be 
substituted. This would include not only the 
downtown loops but North Clark and Wells 
on the north side. Madison and Blue Island 
on the west, and Milwaukee avenue on the 
northwest, in fact, all streets in w.uch cables 
now run. 

It also Is provided that the permit thus 
granted can be revoked at any time, either 
by ordinance or resolution of the council,”’ 
and the company must then come back to the 
cable. 


that the company shall lower the tunnels toa 
depth where their crown shau be at least 
twenty-six feet below the city datum, und 
the company shall not only pay the cost of 
their lowering but of their maintenance. 
It is provided, however, that if the fran- 
chise extension ordinances now before the 
council are not passed and the city shall in the 
future use the tunnels for street car purposes, 
evicting the company for that purpose, then 
the city shall pay the company such part 
of the cost of lowering the tunnels as the re- 
mainder of the time shall bear to the period 
of twenty years named in the franchise or- 


dinances.” 


City to Have Title to Tunnels. 

The title to the tunnels all the time is to 
remain in the city, and during the time neces- 
sary for lowering them, which under the 
federal act must not be longer than April 15, 
the company ts to have the use of the bridges 
to bring its cars downtown. 

For this purpose it is to be allowed to in- 
stall its electric power as quickly as it can. 

The plan is to report the ordinances into the 
council and pass them as quickly as possi- 
ble. It is a matter of time with the Union 
Traction company, as it will have to get the 
tunnels lowered and replaced by early spring.

Senate Passes Bill by Vote of 181 to 
102 Amid Enthasiastic Seehes and 
Cries of “Long Live the Republic’ 
and “Long Live Liberty’’—Measure 
Already Through Chamber of Dep- 
uties—Goes Into Effect at One 
History of the Famous Concordat. 


PARIS, Dec. 6.—The senate today, after a 
long debate, adopted the bill for the separa- 
tion of church and state by a vote of 181 


against 102. The vote was announced amid 
enthusiastic scenes and cries of Long live 
the republic! and Long live liberty!“ 
The bill passed the chamber of deputies last 
July. 


This is the final parllamentary stage of the 


bill, which will be promulgated in the Offi- 
cial Journal tomorrow, when it will become 
effective immediately. The council of state 
will devote three months to the framing of 
the administrative details of the new régime.

Locates the North Magnetic Pole, 
Goal Long Strived For 
by Scientists. 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 6.—[{Special.)—Capt. 
‘Amundsen, commander of the Norwegian 
arctic exploration expedition, has arrived at 
Engle City, Alaska, after having completed 
the northwest passage, the firet explorer in 
history to have done so. 

The only details of his expedition are those 
contained in the following message, which he 
sent to Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, the arctic ex- 
plorer at Christiania: 

Fort Egbert, Eagle City, Alaska, Dec. 5.—To 
Nansen, Christiania, Norway: Gjoa is wintering 
at King Point, 60 degrees, 45 minutes west. All 
well. 

Left here Aug. 18, at which time the harbor 
was free from ice. On Aug. 26 sighted the first 
vessel, the schooner Charles Hansen of San Fran- 
clsco, Capt. McKenna, twenty-five kilometers 
south of Nelson Head, Barring Land; passed two 
whalers east of Cape Bathurst, and saw two 
whalers, the Alexander and Braw Head of San 
Francisco, Capts. Tilton and Cook, anchored at 
Cooper island. Passed the schooner Bonanza of 
San Francisco grounded off King Point. 

Fleet of American whalers overtaken here by 
rapid progress of winter. Twelve wintering here, 
five at Herschel island, six to the east, and one 
wrecked on the shore. Out of the twelve only 
4 three intended wintering.

The original intention of Amendsen was to 
reach Herschel island, in Mackenzie bay, 
north of Yukon territory, in the summer of 
1906, establish his base there, and open com- 
munication with Fort McPherson of the 
Hudson Bay company, at the head of Mac- 
kenzie bay. Later his plans were altered and 
he brought the Gjoa from Herschel to King 
point to winter. King point is in Mackenzie 
bay on the mainland, fifty miles southeast 
of Herschel island. 
Capt. Amendsen left Herschel island on 
Oct. 24, and arrived overland at Fort Egbert, 
near Eagle City, Alaska, on Dec. 5.

in Europe except Great Britain, whose free 
trade principles and whose inability to pro- 
tect herself in cases of tariff warfare already 
have resulted disastrously to her own mar- 
ket. 

This maximum and minimum tariff idea as 
the foundation stone for the great reciprocity 
structure seems likely to prove immensely 
popular in congress. At the last state con- 
vention Massachusetts republicans pro- 
nounced for reciprocity, and most of the 
party leaders throughout the country are in 
favor of it. 

Senator Lodge's bill offered today and the 
more important one which is to come soon 
from the ways and means committee point 
the way to securing reciprocity without the 
slightest interference with the graven image 
of excessive protection which the stand- 
patters worship in their walking dreams. 
Gov. Cummins and Secretary ouaw alike 
can bow the knee before the ingenious device 
of the maximum and minimum tariff, which 
preserves the Dingley law in all its integrity, 
but at the same time enables the president 
by a simple administrative act without the 
necessity of an appeal to congress, but in 
the promptest possible manner, to apply the 
necessary correction to any attempt on the 
part of a European nation to crowd our 
commerce into a corner. 


No Hope for Isle of Pines. 
There was a meeting of the foreign rela- 
tions committee this morning at which Sen- 
ator Foraker of Ohio presented a long report 
giving the complete history of the Isle of 
Pines and its relations to the United States 
and Cuba. The senator found, as Secretary 
Root already has found, that the island is 
clearly the property of Cuba and it could 
not be taken away from that republic except 
by an act of downright injustice and aggres- 
sion. . 

His report also insists that there never 
has been any legal declaration by any au- 
thorized official of the United States to the 
effect that this island had been or would 
be held as American territory. He showed, 
on the contrary, that for a century before 
the Spanish war the Isle of Pines had been 
an administrative part of Cuba and never 
had enjoyed any other sovereignty. 

It was shown that the island was not men- 
tioned in the treaty of peace because no one 
doubted it was a part of Cuba. It was re- 
served subsequently, according to the re- 
port, for future settlement as to its owner- 
ship out of deference to the wishes of some 
Americans who had settled there and also 
in order to furnish means of compelling the 
Cubans to carry out their promises regard- 
ing a naval station. 

It is said that the Isle of Pines treaty 
surely will be ratified by the senate, al- 
though there will be a fight, led by Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, one of whose Pitts- 
burg constituents is the principal stock- 
holder in the Isle of Pines Improvement com- 
pany, which hopes to make a summer resort 


there. 


SENATOR PROCTOR TO RESIGN? 


Vermonter Makes No, Statement as to 
Rumor That He Will Retirein 
Near Future. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—An intimation 
by Senator Proctor of Vermont that he 
might retire from the senate on March 38, 
1900, two years in advance of the expiration 
of his term, caused the report that he would 
resign in the near future. Senator Proctor 
has made no definite statement as to his fu- 
ture intention. 


THREAT TO KILL MICHALEK 


Chicago Representative Receives Let- 
ter Warning Him Not to Attempt 
n to Take Seat in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
Represeritative Michalek has received a let- 
ter from a person evidently living in his dis- 
trict in Chicago threatening his life if he 
attempts to retain his seat in the house. 
The letter is unsigned and contains nothing 
which throws light on its authorship. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


Among the nominations sent to the senate was 
that of Seth Bullock of Deadwood, 8. D., to be 
United States marshal in South Dakota. Capt. 
Bullock, who is at present superintendent of the 
Black Hills forest reserve, is a personal friend 
of the president. He commanded a company of 
Rough Riders in the last inaugural parade. 

The president nominated James F. Tracey of New 
York to be associate justice of the Philippine 
supreme court. 


President Directs That Name Go to 
Senate with the Other Illinois Nom- 
inations — Senator Has Them All 
Held Up at the Last Minute—Fate 
Now in Doubt — Strong Friends 
Work Hard to Save Postmaster 
Coyne’s Head. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—[Special.]— 
District Attorney Morrison of Chicago has 
had a narrow squeak for his official life. The 
attorney general sent his nomination to the 
White house yesterday for transmission to 
the senate and the president directed that 
it go in with other [linois nominations. At 
the last minute, however, all were held up 
in compllance with the request of Senator 
Hopkins, : 

It developed today that Senator Hopkins 
recommended Mr. Morrison’s appointment 
with the understanding that it was tempo- 
rary and that it should end with the prosecu- 
tion of the beef trust. Senator Cullom as- 
sented to this condition, though he favors 
Morrison. The clerks in the department of 
justice knowing nothing of the temporary 
character of Mr. Morrison's appointment 
prepared his nomination for the regular 
term and sent it to the White house. 


Hopkins Opposed to Morrison. 


Senator Hopkins has no candidate, so far 
as can be learned, for the office which Mr. 
Morrison holds, but he seemed of the opinion 
that Mr. Morrison should not be permanently 
appointed. At least this is the explanation 
officially made today, and Senator Cullom 
and Senator Hopkins would say nothing 
about the matter. 

Senator Cullom and Senator Hopkins have 
not arranged the Chicago appointments up 
to this time. Postmaster Coyne saw the 
president today, and the latter expressed 
himself as favoring his candidacy. The 
president has been receiving some strong 
telegrams and letters concerning Mr. Coyne. 
Civil Service Commissioner Cooley is under- 
stood to have strongly indorsed him, assert- 
ing it. would be a misfortune if he were not 
continued in office. 


Cortelyou Plans New Reform. 


It was brought out today that Postmaster 
General Cortelyou has decided to apply what 
means in effect civil service reform in the 
appointment of postmasters, and that where 
the term of such an official has expired he 
will be continued in the service if his record 
is reported to be good” or excellent.“ 
While an official utterance on this point is not 
forthcoming, it is known that President 
Roosevelt is in hearty accord with Mr. Cor- 
telyou's policy, which is regarded in some 
quarters as revolutionary, and as likely to 
create a serious breech between th admin- 
istration and a majority of the republican 
members in the house. 

Most of the members who talked with First 
Assistant Hitchcock today protested ve- 
hemently against the application of the merit 
principle to postmasters, declaring it would 
b productive of great mischief and that its 
effect would be to rob the representative of 
the last vestige of patronage that remains at 
his disposal. There were some exceptiona, 
however. 


AIMS BLOW AT CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


Bill Introduced in Senate Making It a 
Felony for Insurance or Other Cor- 
porations to Contribute. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—Senator Cul- 
berson introduced a bill today making it a 
felony for an insurance company or any 
other corporation to contribute money or 
anything of value toward the election of a 
president or a vice president of the United 
States. It is likewise made a felony for any 
person to knowingly use for such campaign 
purposes any money contributed by a cor- 
poration. The bill prescribes a penalty of 
not less than two years or more than twenty 
years’ imprisonment. 

Along the same lines Senator Tillman of- 
fered two resolutions. The first directs the 
secretary of the treasury to report to the 
senate whether any of the reports of the 
examiners of national banks made since 1893 
have been destroyed and whether such re- 
ports as are on file show that contributions 
have been made by the banks tp campaign 
committees. The other resolution directs 
the senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions to inquire into the same subject. 

Among the notable bills introduced in the 
senate and house today were the following: 

By Senator Foraker—To provide for the regula- 
tion of freight rates. 

By Senator Lodge—To amend the Dingley tariff 
law providing for maximum and minimum rates 
of duty so as to give preference and advantage 
to the products of those countries which do not 
discriminate against products of the United States. 

By Senator Newlands—A resolution providing 
for national incorporation of railroads. 

By Representative Hepburn of Iowa—The pure 
food bill that was favorably reported by the house 
committee on interstate and foreign commerce at 
the last session and passed by the house. 

By Senator Hopkins, a joint resolution author- 
izing Richard T. Crane of Chicago to erect a 
monument in Washington in honor of Gen. Meigs. 

By Representative Townsend, a bill to give the 
interstate commerce commission power to regulate

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$16,500,000 READY 
FOR PANAMA CANAL 


House |

WANT DETAILED REPORT 


Democrats and Republicans Alike 
Criticise Lack of Itemized 
Showing of Expenditures. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—With an op- 
portunity for unlimited debate on the sub- 
ject of the Panama canal the house ex- 
hausted its oratory on that subject in a 
session of four and three-quarters hours 
today. The bill appropriating $16,500,000 for 
canal work, which was the subject of dis- 
cussion, will be read for amendment and 
placed on its final passage tomorrow. 

The feature of the debate was the criticism 
indulged in by both republicans and demo- 
crats regarding the incompleteness of the 
statement of expenditures and estimates fur- 
nished by the carfal commission. 

This statement furnished the text for a 
lively speech by Bourke Cockran IN. V. I. who 
demanded to know, if members of the house 
were to blindly follow estimates, what were 
they here for? If that was the case he did 
not want to occupy his position on the house 
floor. He asked Mr. Hepburn what the pres- 
ident meant when he said in his message: 

J earnestly recommend to the congress 
the need of economy, and to this end a rigid 
scrutiny of appropriations.”’ 

“If the power of appropriation is super- 
fluous and impertinent,” continued Mr. Cock- 
ran, it ds all a mockery. But I ask this 
house to declare now that this function is not 
impertinence, but pertains to the oath which 
we took no longer ago than Monday, which 
includes that the treasury shall be guarded 
by us and not in a perfunctory manner.“ 


Democrats Have Amendments. 
Mr. Williams [Miss.], the democratic lead- 
er, gave notice of certain amendments he 
should offer to the bill later. The principal 
amendment he should offer, he said, would 
be to strike out the sum of $16,500,000 In the 
bill and insert an amount he should endeavor 
to ascertain as the amount actually neces- 
sary to carry on the work until Jan. 1 next, 
At the suggestion of Mr. Fitzgerald IN. 
Y.] Mr. Williams said he should also offer 
an amendment requiring itemized state- 
ments of expenditures from the canal com- 
mission. : 
An amendment was offered by Mr. Hill 
[Conn.] making the canal bonds avallable 
as security for national bank circulation. 


Hears of a Press Agent. 

Mr. Fitzgerald IN. T. said that he had 
been informed that $10,000 a year was being 
given to a press agent in this city. Mr. 
Hepburn said he knew nothing of such an 
employé.

LANE’S NOMINATION GOES; 
PRESIDENT TO STAND PAT. 


Opposition of Senators Fails to Move 
Him—May Be Another Row Like the 
Crum Appointment. : 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—(Special.)]— 


President Roosevelt has stirred up repub- 
lican senators by his- action in nominating 
Franklin Lane of California as member of 
the interstate commerce commission. 

Word was conveyed to him today that in 
the interests of party harmony and to avoid 
an unpleasant discussion it might be wise to 
withdraw the nomination. 

The president replied: “ If the does 
not approve the nomination it can reject it. 
I shall not withdraw it.”’ 

So there is a merry howdy-do over the va- 
cancy which will occur through the retire- 
ment of former Gov. Fifer of Illinois Jan. 1. 

The objection which the republican sena- 
tors make to Lane Is that he has the reputa- 
tion of being too radical, and just at the time 
when comprehensive railroad rate regula- 
tion is about to be passed it is not considered 
advisable to place a man of such advanced 
views upon the commission. He is known 
here as a free silver Bryanite and an advo- 
cate of Henry George's single tax theory. 

The president regards his appointee as a 
Roosevelt type of democrat, honest, faith- 
ful, and intelligent, and made ‘the selection 
more than a year ago upon the advice of 

Benjamin Ide Wheeler. 

In talking with callers today who brought 
up the matter Mr. Roosevelt referred them 
to the case of the negro Crum he nominated 
as collector of the port at Charleston, in 
whose appointment he persisted despite the 
hostility of the senators. He will nominate 
and renominate Lane until the senate acts 
one way or the other.

New York, Dec. 6.—On the ground that the 
overwhelming number of foreigners coming 
to this country is working against the inter- 
ests of the American workingman, Samuel 
Gompers strongly urged the restriction of 
immigration before the National Civic fed- 
eration today. 

The statement that more than a million 
immigrants have come to the United States 
during the last year, and that the south and 
the west, the sections of the country which 
needed and wished for these new citizens, 
did not get them, was made by Frank P.

Mr. Sargent recommended that instead of 
having the majority of foreign immigrants 
received at the port of New York, asat pres- 
ent, efforts should be made to’have them en- 
ter at other seaports and equally distributed.

Intimates Legislature Will 
Not Be Called to Act on 
Charter Amendment. 


JARS ADVOCATES OF PLAN 


City Will Be Without Remedial 


Legislation for Four Years if 
Decision Is Adverse. 


Gov. Deneen threw cold water yesterday 
on the proposition for a special session of the 
legislature, which has been considered. by 
some of the Chicago eharter advocates... It 
had been suggested by some of the city of- 
cilale and charter advocates that a special 
session should be called in case the Supreme 
court upheld Judge Mack's decision, holding 
that the charter amendment had been rati- 
fled unconstitutionally. 

In case such a decision were handed down, 
then Chicago would be, for at least four 
more years, without the remedial legislation, 
which the last general assembly attempted 
to enact. 

The legislature of 1907 would be asked to 
pass another charter amendment, providing 
action were attempted again along the same 
lines, the amendment would have to go to 
the people of the state for adoption, and it 
would be the legislature of 1000 which would 
attempt again to enact laws based on It. 


Arguments for Special Session. 
For this reason, some of the charter re- 
visionists have suggested that in case.of an 
adverse decision, the legislature be convened 
in special session this winter, that the amend- 
ment be submitted to the people at the next 
fall election, and then the general assembly 
of 1907 could undertake to legislate again 
in behalf of the city. 
Gov. Deneen issued a short formal state- 
ment on this point in the afternoon in Spring- 
field, in which he said: 
Regarding a rumor that the legislature 
might be called in special session to consider 
anti-pass and Chicago charter legislation 
the governor said that the matter had been 
given no consideration.” 
The language is not emphatic, but it is 
sufficiently explicit to serve notice on the 
down state republicans that Gov. Deneen 
is not thinking of calling a special session 
of the legislature and entailing additional 
expense on the state for Chicago legislation. 
Such action would be taken by a governor 
only in a great emergency, and in the case 
of Deneen, being a Chicago man, he would 
be less Mable to call a special session for 
‘Chicago legislation than for any other. 
There is a passibility that the charter 
convention, which is set to begin its ses- 
sions Dec. 12, may organize and adjourn 
until the Supreme court has given its de- 
cision. It is recognized as a waste of time 
for such a body to begin work four years in 
advance of the time, when the legislature 
can act.

POSTPONE THEIR DECISIONS. 


Appeal of Dick McMahon Againat the 
Galesbur; Track Authorities and 
the Dispute Over the Award of the 
Powers Cup to Tatters Are Not De- 
cided by Amerfcan Trotting Asso- 
ciation—Charlie Dean Wins a Case 
— One Horseman Is Ruled Of. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

The board of appeals of the American Trot:- 
ting association concluded its meeting yes- 
terday, decisions being made in dozens of 
small cases. In two matters of interest to 
local horsemen, however, a continuance until 
the May meeting of the board was ordered, 
in order that further evidence may be se- 
cured. 

These cases were those of Dick McMahon 
vs. the Galesburg trdck as to the decision 
of the judges in the 2:00 pace, and George 
K. Cornell vs. William Riebolt, and the bay 
gelding Tatters, the controversy being in re- 
gard to the race for the Powers cup last 
October. 

In the McMahon case a pecullar condition, 
so far as the judges of the Galesburg race was 
concerned, was uncovered, It appears that 
after four heats had been paced William Mc- 
Kinley had won two and E. M. R. the other 
two, McMahon behind Shylock being second 
at the finish of each mile. In the fifth heat 
McMahon took the track with Shylock and 
was in the lead, with Personnette alongside 
and just ahead of him, when E. M. R. got 
into a pocket. William McKinley came along 
about this time and went to the fore, winning 
the heat in 2:09. The driver of E. M. R. 
claimed McMahon had held him in the pocket, 
thus allowing McKinley to get a long lead and 
win the heat. Thereupon the judges decided 
the fifth heat no heat, and the race went over 
until the next day. 


Declares Off the Race. 

Then the judges got busy. E. M. R. turned 
up lame in the morning, and at least one 
of the judges went to the horse’s stall to look 
him over, after which the driver of the pacer 
openly stated that unless his horse was 
fit to start there would be no race. One of 
the judges, as testified to yesterday, made 
the same statement about 9 o’clock in the 
morning. When the hour for resuming the 
race arrived the judges announced that, in- 
asmuch as E. M. R. was unable to start, 
they would reverse their decision of the pre- 
vious day and declare the race ended, Shy- 
lock being distanced for improper driving. 

This was a new angle to horsemen, but 
the facts as stated above were not contro- 
verted at the session of the board. It is 
evident the board finds the question an im- 
portant one and wishes all the facts before 
making a ruling.

of the American association, those rules were 
either entirely ignored or superseded by 
original enactments, produced at their pleas- 
ure by the officers of the Garfield Park club.

SAUL ALSO. 

No less surprising than the appearance of 
Saul among the prophets is that of Senator 
Elkins among the supporters of the presi- 
dent regarding the regulation of railway 
freight rates. The public has seen in him 
a stern and inflexible opponent of the presi- 
dent's policy. It learns now with astonish- 
ment that he has been converted. The rail- 
roads have lost their stanch senatorial 
friend. 

The public learns with greater astonish- 
ment that Senator Elkins’ position has been 
misrepresented. He says that he has been 
with the people and the president from the 
beginning. He says he has been given as 
authority for statements he never made. 
Being unable to submit longer to these mis- 
statements he announces that the views of 
the president have always appealed to him. 

Probably the senator puts that a little too 
strongly. There was a time when he was 
against the regulation of rates. He may 
have changed his opinions when he went out 
of the railroad business and became a ship- 
per. He sold to the Baltimore and Ohioa 
West Virginia railroad he owned and put 
the money into coal mines. 

When he began shipping the product diffi- 
culties arose. It was hard to get cars. The 
Baltimore and Ohio, which has mines of its 
own, had no cars for him. He bought some, 
and the Baltimore and Ohio consented to 
haul them. The cars do not return to the 
mines. The Baltimore and Ohio is using 
them somewhere in its own business. Sena- 
tor Elkins gets demurrage on them, but he 
cannot get them back to ship his coal in. 
The Baltimore and Ohio has in this and 
other ways interfered with the business and 
vexed the soul of Senator Elkins. 

Everything depends upon conditions. The 
man who, as the ewner of a railroad, wishes 
to be left free to charge rates as high as he 
pleases may have a change of heart when 
he becomes a shipper and wants the lowest 
possible rates or when some railroad inter- 
feres with his business affairs. Self-interest 
may convert a man who has been unaffected 
by eloquent presidential reasoning. Senator 
Elkins may have been the original rate regu- 
lator he says he is, but it is more likely that 
he saw the “ gospel light” after the Balti- 
more and Ohio had trampled on him. 


A CASE FOR A JURY. 

The Kopf-Roberts-Farnum case is emi- 
nently one for a judge and jury. It should 
not be tried in the newspapers, or in any 
other forum than the one appointed by law. 
The death of Mr. Kopf was the result of an 
election brawl in which men of good char- 
acter and bad character were engaged on 
both sides. It does not appear that the men 
of good character contemplated niurder, but 
there is an extreme probability that the 
men of bad character thought violence 
might be resorted to and resisted. 

Much has been said about the wreck- 
ing crew that was imported into the ward 
by the anti-Deneen men, and much also has 
been said in regard to the character of the 
so-called Deneen man who committed 
the assault. When the case comes up in 
court an attempt will be made to show that 
he bought a knife a short time before the 
affray and that it had more the nature of 
a weapon than of a common pocket knife. 
On the other hand, an attempt will be made 
to prove that Roberts was solicitous about 
his lead pencils, knew that he would have 
to sharpen a good many, and bought an ordi- 
nary jackknife, such as he thought would be 
necessary. for the purpose. Generally 
speaking, people do not think well of any 
man who uses a knife im a fight. 7 

It has been said on one side that the 
killing of Kopf was, wholly unprovoked, and 
on the other that Roberts acted strictly in 
self-defense. Surely these are matters to 
be determined by a jury listening to sworn 
They cannot be determined by 
the hearsay statements of persons who did 
not witness the assault or the events that 
preceded it, or by the assertions of men 
who were at the time so excited and whose 
feelings are sfill so inflamed that they may 
not be upprejudiced witnesses as to what 
took place in their presence. 

There is abundant evidence that a good 
deal of evil passion had been engendered 
over the ward club election. There was ill 
will om both sides. The partisans of Far- 
num and his opponents were unduly stirred 
up over ap election of comparative insig- 
nificance. This was, it should be under- 
stood, only a “club” election, and it is an 
open question whether the party machinery 
would not run just as well if club elections 
were done away with, which is now pro- 
posed. 

The killing of Mr. Nopf is all the more 
deplorable because the strife which led to 
it grew out of so unworthy a cause. The 
issues presented were not serious. It was 
of no great consequence which side carried 
the election. The life of the meanest man at 
the polls was worth more than the whole 
issue at stake. 

Manifestly this is a case that should be 
dealt with in accordance with the ordinary 
forms of criminal procedure. No man, not 
of the immediate neighborhood, could refuse 
to serve on the jury because he was preju- 
diced for or against the defendants. No fair 
man can say in advance that he has formed 
such am opinion in the case that it cannot 
be removed by evidence. No man should 
wish to have the accused acquitted if they 
are guilty of the killing of Mr. Kopf with 
malice aforethought. On the other hand, no 
man should wish to have them denied a 
fair and impartial trial and to have all the 
evidence on their behalfj presented in the 
appropriate tribunal. 

Until the case has been tried in the man- 
ner provided by law and the verdict has 
been brought in THe TRIBUNE will suspend 
judgment and offer no opinion as to its 
merits. But it deeply deplores the death 
of Commissioner Kopf in what seems to 
have been an ordinary election brawl] rather 


than in a cause involving on either side a 


righteous principle of deep significance. 


CUMULATIVE VOTING IN WISCONSIN. 
Gov. La Follette has made an interesting 
recommendation for the amendment of the 
Wisconsin primary election law. It is im- 
practicable to require that nominees at pri- 
mary elections shall receive a majority of 
the votes. The man with a plurality must 
be declared the winner. Often there are 
several candidates for a nomination. The 
plurality, and with it the nomination, may 
then be gained by a man who gets only a 
fourth or a fifth of the votes and who is the 
last person a majority wanted chosen. 
Gov. La -Follette proposes so to amend 
the Wisconsin statute as to enable the voters 
to indicate a second as well as a first choice 
of the candidates for an office. Then if no 
candidate was the first choice of a majority 


the second choice would be added to the 
first choice votes and the man receiving the 
largest numbér of both kinds of votes would 
be the nominee. Nominations would still 
be by plurality in case nobody received a ma- 
jority of the first choice votes, but it would 
not be possible for them to be made by such 
small. minorities as they sometimes are 
under the present system. 

The Wisconsin governor's recommenda- 
tion is not a disinterested one. Its imme- 


diate object is to keep the “ stalwart ” fac-. 


tion from naming the candidates of theve- 
publican party im the state. The La Fol. 
lette faction largely outnumbers the stal- 
warts, but if the La Follette following split 
up and voted for two or three men for the 
nomination for governor and the stalwarts 
concentrated their votes on one man the stal- 
wart candidate might win. If the proposed 
plan of cumulative voting shall be adopted 
the governor and his friends seem sure to 
stay on top. 

Primary elections have 3 substituted 
tor conventions to reduce the power of the 
wirepuller and the boss. Nominations by 
minorities are not ds bad as nominations by 
one man, but they should be prevented as 
far as possible. They might take place 
under such a system as Gov. La Follette ad- 
vocates, but they would be less frequent 
than they are now. As one step further to 
ward real majority rule the scheme seems 
worthy of adoption in other states besides 
Wisconsin.

HAT diplomatic offices are not always 
beds of roses and merely ornamental 
is strikingly shown by the present 
condition of affairs at St. Petersburg. 
where the situation has become so 


| grave that serious fears are entertained with 


regard to the safety of the lives of the mem- 
bers of the foreign embassies. 

With the troops in a state of mutiny and 
disaffection rife on every side, there is 
no knowing at what moment the masses, 
incited by the anarchists and most advanced 
of the nihilists, may not start out to plun- 
der all the well to do and to destroy every- 
body and everything that stands in their 
way 

It ‘Is precisely at such moments as these 
that diplomats are expected to be at.their 
posts, not merely for the purpose of keep- 
ing their respective governments informed 
of the march of events, but, above all, in 
order to devise measures for the protection of 
the lives and property ot their fellow-coun- 
trymen, for whose safety they are respon- 
sible. That is why the American ambassa- 
dor to the court of the czar, George Von L. 
Meyer, was entirely right in hastening back 
to St. Petersburg as fast as he could travel 
the mioment that the situation became crit- 
ical in the Muscovite capital. 

— — f . 

The last occasion on which any Christian 
capital in Europe was confronted by perils 
such as those which now prevail at St. 
Petersburg was in 1871, at the outbreak of 
the commune insurrection in Paris. In that 
case, too, the American envoy, Washburne, 
stuck nobly to his post throughout the en- 
tire rebellion, caring for not only his fellow- 
countrymen but also for. those unfortunate 
Germans who had been unable to get away 
before the war broke out and who had been 
placed under his protection. 

The English embassy had been left in 
charge of Lord Sackville, acting as chargé 
d'affaires, the ambassador, Lord Lyons, hav- 
ing betaken himself to Tours and Bordeaux. 
But Lord Sackville found the atmosphere 
of Paris too unpleasant and deserted his 
post. Sir Edward Malet happened to be at 
Versailles at the time, and, learning by mere 
chance that the embassy at Paris was de- 
serted, its archives in danger, and the large 
colony of English people (many of them 
destitute, consequent upon the stoppage of 
trade and work during the German siege) 
entirely without proper protection or care, 
he at once made his way through the insur- 
gent lines into the city at the risk of his life 
and assumed charge of the embassy, sav- 
ing the latter from being pillaged and many 
of his countrymen and countrywomen from 
death either through want or at the hands 
of the insurgents. 

Indeed, Edward Malet’s conduct on this 
occasion proved the turning point of his 
career. It excited warm admiration both 
at court in England and at the foreign oluce. 
It won for him the order of the Bath and 
rapid promotion, and although he was a mere 
second secretary, low down on the list at 
the time of the commune, fourteen years 
later found him a full fledged British am- 
bassador at Berlin. 

i — — 

At Constantinople, as in every oriental 
capital, there is always the danger of a sud- 
den rising against the Christians. It isa 
danger often forgotten, sometimes ignored, 
but yet which is real, all the more so since 
these anti-Christian, anti-European out- 
breaks, arising in the first-place from fanat- 
icism and fostered by love of plunder, seldom 
give any previous warning. Indeed, their 
origin is often difficult to trace. That is 
why every great power, excepting the 
United States, maintains a guardship— 
usually a large gunboat or a small cruiser— 
at anchor in the waters of the Bosporus— 
that is to say, under the walls of Constanti- 
nople. The avowed purpose of the guard- 
ship is to serve as a refuge to the members 
of the embassy, of the consulate, and of the 
countrymen of the nation whose flag it filles. 

On the occasion of the terrible Armenian 
massacres at Constantinople, ten or twelve 
years ago, the late Sir Michael Herbert, who 
was acting as chargé d'affaires of the Brit- 
ish embassy, quietly caused the crew of the 
English guardship Imogene to be strongly re- 
inforced with sailors from the Mediterranean 
squadron, and then, when, with the conniv- 
ance of the Ottoman authorities, the massa- 
eres of the Armenians were developing into 
a general-rising of the Moslem population 
against the Europeans, he, without asking 
for instructions from home, landed almost 
the entire force of English sailors from the 
guardship and marched them, fully armed 
and with their machine guns, through the 
streets of Constantinople to the embassy, 
stationing detachments of the British jack 
tars at various points outside the walls of 
the embassy. 

There was an immediate protest on the 
part of the sultan and of the porte, and when 
these were treated with indifference the 
foreign minister, the grand vizier, and the 
great dignitaries of the court were hurried 
by the sultan to the embassy to entreat 
Michael Herbert to withdraw the sailormen 
whose presence, as an armed force, in the 
Turkish capital constituted so serious a blow 
to the prestige of the padishah in the eyes 
of his native subjects. 

But Herbert, though so gentle mannered 
and shy, showed himself on this occasion 
obdurate and declined to withdraw a single 
one of the men as long as the massacres con- 
tinued. And they stopped thereupon as if 
by enchantment, thus furnishing incontro- 
vertible evidence to the effect that the blood- 
shed never could have taken place without 
the toleration and good will of the Turkish 
authorities. 

—— 

The siege of the foreign legations at 
Peking, within the precincts of which most 
of the foreign residents of the Chinese cap- 
ital had sought refuge, is of too recent date 
to need more than passing reference here, 
and if I mention it it is merely because it 
furnishes another illustration of the fact 
that ambassadors, ministers, and their sec- 
retaries are apt at times to be suddenly 
called upon to deal with tasks calling for 
more presence of mind, decision of charac- 
ter, and pluck than are involved by ordinary 
diplomatic negotiations, ornamental repre- 
sentation, and the exchange of hospitalities. 

— 

Former Ambassador Billot, who for a num- 
ber of years represented France at Rome, 
has just published a volume of reminiscences 
in‘ which he refers to the cavalier, offhand 
way in which Prime Minister Crispi was 
wont to treat foreign envoys accredited to 
the court of the quirinal. 

He states that on one occasion when he 
called to see Crispi at the Consulta palace 
the Italian premier failed to rise from his 
chair to greet him and contented himself 
with a mere friendly wave of the hand. 
Billot, determine. to teach him a lesson, 
walked straight to the window and ex- 
claimed: 

What a superb view! What is that mon- 
umental building there?” 

Why, the Rospigliosi palace, of course,“ 
replied Crispi, without moving. 

And what is that?“ continued the am- 
bassador. 

What?“ inquired the premier. 

Come here and see,” demanded Billot, 
and Crispi accordingly was forced to rise 
from his chair and stride towards the win- 
dow. Before he had reached his destination 
the. ambassador came towards him, saying: 

O. I recognize it now. It is, of course, 
the pavilion, where I already have had occa- 
sion to admire Guido’s Aurora.“ 

Crispi looked hard at the ambassador for 
a minute and then broke into a smile. He 
had understood the little lesson, and 
thenceforth Billot had no further occasion 
to complain of his not rising when he called 
to see him. 

The late Lord Dufferin's lesson to Crispi 
in a similar affair was of a less friendly 
character. One day the usher at the Con- 
sulta announced to Premier Crispf the ad- 
vent of the marquis of Dufferin, and threw 
open the folding doors leading into the 
office of the chief of the Italian government. 

Crispi, without attempting to rise from the 
armcheir in which e was lounging, con- 
tented himself with ‘airily waving his hand 
to the British ambassador and bade him a 
negligent good morning, smiling pleasantly 
as he did so. The smile was not returned, 
and Lord Dufferin, sticking his eyeglass in 
his eye, stopped short on. the threshold and 
gazed steadfastly at Crispi with such an 
expression of mingled hauteur surprise 
that the premier at last understood. Jump- 
ing up in much confusion he rushed towards 
the marquis, overwhelming him with apolo- 
gies for his unintentional discourtesy.

The recent high interest rates in Wall 
street are cited by the secretary as in- 
stances showing the need of a more elastic 
currency and one that can be infigted with- 
out creating distrust or even any great 
amount of attention. He cités that the call 
money rate of 25 per cent in November was 
not a much more dangerous condition than 
that millions should have been loaned at 1 
per cent in July. This alternation of high 
and low rates, between which, he declares, 
the relation of cause and effect is evident, 
should be rendered impossible. 

As a means to this end,.“ says the sec- 
retary in his report, I suggest the advisa- 
bility of permitting national banks to issue 
a volume of additional government guaran- 
teed currency, equal in amount to 50 per 
cent of the bond secured currency main- 
tained by them, but subject to a tax of 5 
or.6 per cent until redeemed by the deposit 
of a like amount itn the treasury. 


~~. 
Make Notes Like Regular Ourrency. 


“ By eliminating the words ‘ secured by 
United States bonds deposited with thd 
treasurer of the United States’ from na- 
tional bank notes now authorized, the addi- 
tional currency would be identical in form 
with that based upon a deposit of bonds, and 
its presence would not alarm, for it would 
not be known. 

“The tax would be ample, and more than 
ample, to cover the risk to the government 
in guaranteeing redemption. Manifestly 
thie additional currency would not spring 
into being until interest rates exceeded 6 
per cent, and it would as promptly retire 
when rates became normal. Under these 
or any similar provisions 10 per cent money 
would be well nigh impossible, and the 
treasury department would be saved a + moat 
embarrassing responsibility.”

Scarcity of Change Felt. 

A dearth of money, either coin or notes of 
mall denomination. is told of and the em- 
barrassments attending this condition of af- 
fairs pointed out. The report says: 

The demand for mall denominations of 
currency has been continuous throughout the 
year. Bills of the denomination of $20 and 
over have been redeemed and reissued in the 
smaller denominationsin an effort to respond 
to the demands for small notes. 

The Umit practically has been reached in 
making changes in the denominations out- 
standing through the process of redemption 
and reissue. 

During the as year the usual facilities 
have been extended to aid in the movement 
of thecrops. The deposits for transfer in the 
New York and Chicago subtreasuries were 
$30,003,034, for which payments by telegraph 
were made at other points in the denomina- 
tions required to meet the demands of the 
locality im which the funds were to be used. 
If these accommodationdare to be continued 
some action must soon be taken by congress 
to enlarge the volume of small notes.“

Open purchases of May wheat by the Ar- 
mour house, variously placed by pit watchers 
at from 2,500,000 to 4,000,000 bu, created the 
impression in some quarters that the old 
Armour wheat deal is being rejuvenated. 
Valentine, when confronted with the esti- 
mate of purchases of 8,000,000 bu yesterday, 
did not deny the soft inpeachment. Some 
traders have scented buying under cover 
for several days, and are inclined to think 
the Armour house carried a good sized line 
down on the decline which started early in 
November, the theory being that Valentine 
started to shake out tailers at that time and 
that the market was taken away from him 
by local bears. This not impossible tneory 
that a deal still is slated is at least not weux- 
ened by the taking in of wheat by Armour 
on December contracts and the heavy char- 
ters made by that house the last few days, 
close to 1,000,000 bu having been chartered, 
part to go out immediately and part osten- 
sibly to hold here or at Buffalo. 

The Minneapolis flour output last week 
decreased 55,285 bris,’’ says the North- 
western Miller. The quantity turned out 
was 351,200 bris, against 270,945 in 1904 and 
410,130 in 1903. The output this week will 
probably approximate 390,000 bris, against 
279.370 bris last year. Domestic flour sales 
were not quite so heavy, buyers seemingly 
well supplied for the present and showing no 
disposition to buy except at low prices. A 
majority of the mills, however, were able to 
dispose of almost their full output. Shipping 
directions are coming in slowly. If buyers 


do not order out their flour soon it will cause 
millg either to shut down. or curtail their 
output, as their storage capacity is about 
exhausted. Special reports from forty-four 
mills outside of Minneapolis and Duluth. 
with a total daily capacity of 82,775 bris, 
show that last week they made 147,850 bris 
of flour, against 140,040 in 1904.“ 

The Illinois Central railroad has failed to 
fall in line with the Great Western and the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois in waiving the 
reconsigning charge of $2 on the first move- 
ment after grain reaches Chicago. Officials 
of the Illinois Central announced yesterday 
that car shortage made the move inadvisable 
at this time. No assurance was given that 
the move would be made after the car sit- 
uation improves, but it was hinted that —"- 
other hearing would be given the matte if 
brought up by the transportation depart- 
ment later. 


The export demand for oats kept up yes- 
terday, but it was harder to get offers, ship- 
pers having sold about all they dared to for 
the present, and sales were smaller at 400.- 
000 bu. About 300,000 bu of the total was for 
export. Sales of corn were 175,900 bu. On 
the sample tables both oats and corn were 
%@*%c higher. Demand for feed barley still 
was in evidence from exporters, and sales 
of 50,000 bu were reported. At the seaboard 
sales of 160,000 bu corn, 100,000 bu barley, and 


200.000 bu oats were reported. 


The expected heavy deliveries of wheat 
materialized yesterday to the amount of 
1,300,000 bu, which went around the offices in 
the morning, on private delivery, and 940,000 
bu of it landing with the Armour house. The 
rest went to Wrenn. Early reports were 
that there would be 2,000,000 bu delivered, 
but there must have been a hitch in the pro- 
ceedings, as only one house, Bartlett-Frazier, 
sent out all the wheat delivered. 

There is no movement of wheat in Ne- 
braska,"’ said N. B. Updike. who was here 
from Omaha yesterday. Corn is just get- 
ting ready to move. It has been too wet, but 
we expect a heavy movement from now on, 
as we are having no particular trouble in 
getting cars.“ 

There are not many oats in country ele- 
vators down state,“ said H. H. Randolph of 
Decatur, who was here yesterday. A good 
many were moved out to make way for corn. 
A lot of oats have been moved, but there is 
a fair amount still back on the farms.“ 

There was another charter for wheat yes- 
terday, room for 150,000 bu being taken to 
Buffalo for loading today and to be moved 
east immediately.

CHICAGO SUBWAY ADVANCED oN 
LOCAL EXCHANGE TO 515%. 


Rumors Circulated That Price Is to Be 
Pat Up 10 Points—Directors of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company Ask Authority to Issue 
$150,000,000 Convertible Bond 
General Electric Company to In- 
crease Capital Stock by $11,674,500, 


Chicago Subway wae advanced on the 
local exchange yesterday to 51%. The buy- 
ing was of the manipulative sort. It was 
accompanied by rumors that the price is 
to be advanced 10 points or more. 

The wonder in the market for Subway is 
that the people behind the quotations never 
grow weary of paying commissions. There 
is nothing in the way of earnings on which 
to base an upward movement. A compafry 
which can’t sell its bonds except at an ab- 
surdly low price and the management of 
which devotes itself largely to the unload- 
ing of watered stock cannot be expected 
to appeal to any other element than the 
purely speculative one. And the latter is 


“not sure of what will happen to it, as wit- 


ness the last rise to 87-% and decline to 40. 
It has been told frequently by Tunnel peo- 
ple that the bores under Chicago would re- 
lieve freight traffic on the streets and would 
avert much of the distress of strikes be- 
cause of the ability to convey goods under 
ground.

Recently an observer said that the only 
difficulty with the president of the Illinois 
Tunnel company was that he has no ap- 
preciation of other people's intelligence.“

There are necessarily those sufficiently op- 
timistic to believe that all present conditions 
may be safely disregarded in favor of future 
ones. The fallacy of this has been demon- 
strated, but when New Fork goes wild on 
the bull side of the manket fallacies do not 
count until credit is cut off. Then relief is 
asked from Washington.

| President McCormick and the 
Board Members Inspect 
. Work Done in River. 


RUIN RULES OVER DOCKS. 


Much of Private Frontage Badly 
Decayed—See Bridges and 
Bypass. 


President R. R. McCormick and several 
members of the new drainage board made the 
t of a series of inspections of canal con- 
@ations yesterday afternoon. In one of the 
board’s launches they navigated the main 
channel of the Chicago river as far as Twen- 
ty-eecond street studying the improvements 
inaugurated by the old board and those 
proposed to be carried out by the new body. 
In the party which made the trip were 
President McCormick, Trustees E. I. Will- 
jams, Adolph Bergman, and Wallace G. 
Clark; Acting Chief Engineer George Wisner, 
Attorney James Todd, Assistant Attorney 
Seymour Jones, and Medill McCormick. 
For a beginning in the course of instruc- 
tion given the new trustees, Engineer Wis- 
mer, the commodore of the expedition, cir- 
cumnavigated the dilapidated Dearborn 
gireet bridge, now swung idle in midstream 
pending the erection of the bascule bridge 
which, though not yet begun, is to be com- 
pleted in 1907. The engineer pointed out to 
the president the rotting piles and crumbling 
abutments and the president began to show 
signe of dejection. 


See Bypass at Adams Street. 


Next to the nose of the launch was run in 
behind the pier of the Adams street bridge 
to show the trustees the bypass under the 
Property of the Pennsylvania railway which 
the board constructed at immense expense 
in order to secure the necessary flow of water. 


ae _ Engineer Wisner indicated how the river is 


to be widened here by cutting back the shore 
line twenty feet from the Pennsyivania 
docks, thus doing away almost entirely with 
the bypass. 

The launch plowed its way up the chan- 
nel, the trustees expressing their astonish- 
ment at the general decay of the docks on 
either hand. President McCormick's dejec- 
tion visibly deepened. 
Above the St. Charles air line bridge the 
trustets disembarked and inspected the strip 

which the board by compromise has recent- 
ly acquired from the Western Indiana rail- 
Way on the east bank. The river will be 
widened twenty feet for half a block when 
this strip is pared from the bank. att 
Passing the Eighteenth street bridge At- 
torney Todd pointed out Collision Bend,” 
Where it is extremely difficult for boats to 
Avoid running into each other or the 
bridge. There will be no collisions when the 
board has widened the channel here a pro- 


se posed ten feet.

At Twenty-second street the party again

Henry Lindland Blows Out Gas, Found 
Unconscious at Hotel Northwest, 
and Declared Beyond Hope. 


Given up as dead and lying unconscious 
for hours after inhaling escaping gas, Henry 
Lindland will depart today for his old home 
in Norway alive and in fairly good health. 

Lindland came from Lansing, Ia., on Sun- 
day and registered at the Hotel Northwest, 
Wells and Kinzie streets. He was assigned 
a room and spent the next days looking about 
the city. He did not appear at noon yester- 
day, and a chambermaid, noticing a strong 


| odor of gas, the door was forced open. Dr. 


W. H. Vera, 25 Wells street, found Lindland 
apparently beyond help. He applied reme- 
dies and after working for hours brought 
the young man back to consciousness just 
as Chief Clerk Gunn was on the point of 
notifying the coroner, 

Lindland admitted that he probably had 
blown the gas out. He had over $3,000 in 
cash and letters of credit in his possession, 
beside steamship transportation.
